Versailles, Ju ne 28.— Germanv capitu lated today. 
At a small table in the center of 
the great Hall of Mirrors, the chief rccm of the palace here, representatives of the German 
repu blic meekly accepted the peace terms which practically ends Germany as a world 
power at least for many years. 
It was this s ame room which witnessed the arrogance of 
Bismarck and von Moltke, and today the representatives of the defeated German empire 
accepted the fate which resu lted from the ju nkers’ dream of world dictatorship- 
It is five years ago that the plotted assassination of the Au strian Archdu ke Francis 
Ferdinand fu rmshed the excu se Germany sou ght for starting the world conflict. 
Sara­ 
jevo’s tragedy has made the great central emimes su pplicants. 
The Germaiks were first to affix their signatures to the treaty . 
It had prev io usly been planned to hav e the Germans sign last, hut 
lliis pro cedure wa.s changed at the last mo ment. 
Dr. Mueller was the first to attach his signature to the treaty , 
signing at 3:12. Dr. Bell signed nex t. 
President Wilso n was the first to sign fo llo wing the Germans.

many points in favor of the Smith-Bankhead 
bill for the exter.'sion of national aid in the edu­ 
cation of illiterates in America. 
This bid w ai 
prepared at the sug g estion of Secretary Lane. 
It was intro<iuced in the Sixty -fifth Coiig rcKS by 
Senator I!ol:e Smith and Representative Bank­ 
head, perished with tho calendar at final ad- 
Jouri.ment, and Is to furnish one of the impor­ 
tant issues before the Sixty -sixth Cong ress. 


The Aims o f “ Americanizatio n” 


This measure is called in common term s an 
Americanization bill. 
Its provisions are expected 
directly to reach something like 8,000,000 of our 
population; its benefits will extend, when once 
It shall come Into full o[>eration. practically to 
our whole g reat national being , aflfecting society , 
industry , all prog re.-s and the daily life. The illit­ 
erates whom it will affect are more in number 
than the people of Canada. 
They exceed tho 
combined 
populations 
of 
Nevada, 
Wy oming , 
Delaware, Arizona, Idaho, Mississippi, Vermont, 
Rhode Island, North Dakota, South Dakota, Ore­ 
g on, Maine, Florida, Connecticut and W ashing ­ 
ton. 
It is startling , indei'd, to think of such 
masses of people living in intim ate touch with 
the affairs of the country , doing the country ’s 
work, helping to a deg ree to control its de.stmios, 
and unable to read its simplest laws. 


The Call fo r Actio n 


The necessity for some action to remedy the 
ills of illiteracy is amply clear. 
UndiT our form 
of g overnment, the nation is bound to proceed 
with the work only In co-operation with the 
states. 
Sovereig n Uncle Sam, in tho measure 
promoted by Secretary I..ane, prcpokcs to join 
hands and match appropriations with such of 
the sovereig n commonwealths as shall respond to 
his Invitation. 
And his g uarantee of g ood faith 
will be an initial appropriation of $r» ,000,000, 
for the cu:rent fiscal y ear, With $12,500,000 com­ 
ing annually hereafter, up to the fiscal y ear 
19 20, with additional sums, first of $250,000 and 
then of $750,000 annually , for co-operative work 
in the preparation of teachers, supervisors, di­ 
rectors of education, etc. 
Of our foreig n-born helpers in industry , it is 
ealciilated that steel and iron m anufacturers em­ 
ploy 58 per cent.; the slaug htering and meat­ 
packing trades, 61 per cent.; bituminous coal 
mining , 62 per cent.; the silk and dy e trade, 34 
per cent.; g lass-making enterprises, 38 per cent.; 
woollen mills, 62 per cent.; cotton factories, 69 


per cent.; the clothing business, 72 per cent.; boot 
and shoe m anufacturers. 27 per cent.; leather 
tam ers, 57 per ce nt; furniture factories, 59 per 
cent.; g love manufactUTcrs, 33 per cent.; cig ar 
and tobacco trades, 33 per cent.; oil refineries, 
67 per ce nt; and sug ar refineries, H.'i p« 'r cent. 
One-q uartii 
of the above workers cannot 
even read or write their own lang uag e. 
It is 
propored under the Smith-Bankhead hill t<* 
hc- 
cure to thc>4‘ and other illiterates "education in 
the Kng liKh lang uag t*, the fundaini ntal principles 
of g overnnH'iit and citizenship; the clcmentn of 
knowledg e pi-rtaining to self-support an ! home- 
making and in such other work as will assist in 
preparing such i!literate>* nnd foreig n born ja r- 
Bona for succe; sful living and intellig ent Ameri­ 
can citizenship.” 
Education umlcr this measure is to fall to 
persons 16 y ears old or more. 
Participating 
states must, in addition to matching each its 
share of the na'ional appropriation, provide for 
**the instruction for not less than 2(h) hours per 
annum of all illiterate minors or minors unable 
to epeak, read, or write the Eng lish lang uag e, 
more than 16 y ears of ag e, at schools or places 
or by other methwia of elementary instruction, 
until such minors have completed a cour^M of 
Eng lish g enerally eq uivalent to that supplied hy 
third-g rade schools.” 


The Need Is Co untry -Wide 


It becomes, in view of the co operative f*

of the scheme, g reatly im portant that the .sc .j e 
and purpose of the plan : bull receive a couiitry - 
W'idc Bpprcciati*>n. 
There is no corner of the Ro- 
puhlic which has not its own immediate interest 
in this A m erica;.ization enterprise. 
Speaking for the bill la..t February , tn-fore 
the House committee, Secretary Lane called a t­ 
tention to the fact that while wc are « pending , 
natiomally , milliims of dollars in treating discaoes 
th a t attack the animals of tiiis country , wc am 
spending approximately but $2(K>.0tK) a y ear on 
the whole ruhjeit of education throug h the bu­ 
reau of education.

discovered tl.at we had drafted into our army 
a larg e number of men—I do not dare to say 
what the per* eiitag e ia—a larg e number of nu n.

tary e d u c a tio n , a primary education, not in rend­ 
ing of the lang uag e and in w riting Eng lish, but 
in understanding Eng lirh. 
If we coubi have been 
g iven a few hundred thousand dollars for th j

t h o .e people, that humiliation would 
not have been puffered by the United States.

The number o f illiterates in the United Stales is estimated 
at EIGHT MILIJONS—a number equal to the c o m b i n e d po pu- 
latio ns o f Nev ada, Wy o ming, Delaware, Arizo na, Idaho , Missis­ 
sippi, Vermo nt, Rho de Island, No rth Dako ta, So uth Dako ta, Ore­ 
go n, Maine, Flo rida, Co nnecticut and Washingto n. 
In certain American industries as high as 8 5 per cent, o f 
fo reign-ho rn helpers are emplo y ed. 
One-quarter o f these can­ 
no t read o r w rite their o wn language.
